Starts in Fleet Street Barber Shop 


From Gasoline-Stock of Three Stores 
Damaged By Smoke-Barber 
Loses 


All With No Insurance 


The business district of the city was 


threatened this 
morning when ar. 


.alarm ..was sent- In-, fcom.JJax_53-at-_S.2_0 
calling the fire department to a fire 
which started in a barber, shop 
at 


George Maglarals in an ell of the 
Mechanics Block on fleet street.. In' 
less than two minutes the shop waa 
a mass of flames and it looked at 
one time as if a second alarm would 
be necessary'. 


From what can be learned, George 


Paras, one of the owners 
of 
the 


building, and a plumber, E. R. Moul- 
ton. were at work In the rear Of the 
shop. The plumber was. repairing a 
water line and Mr. Paras was_on the 
other side of. the room with some gaso- 
line. The plumber claims the first he 
knew was the breaking- of a bottle 
containing the gasoline which ciuick- 
ly ignited from a blow torch nearby. 
Both men had barely time to escape. 
The flames spread so quickly that it 
was feared the Mechanics Block was 
doomed. 
The fire department never 


made quicker time or did a better job. 


They fought the blaze from the alley 
in the rear and several lines of hose 
were used on the front^ from Fleet' 
street. 


A metal celling and wall'of the bar- 


ber shop stopped 
the flames 
from 


breaking through into the store of 
John G. Parsons. His stock, however. 
Is considerably damaged 
from x the 


smoke. The stock of Kerwin-Leach 
Co.. "is also damaged- from smoke and 
some water In the rear. 


The Paras Bros, will have the most 


loss of the three stores on the street 
floor, the entire stock of candy and 
fruit being damaged. 
None of the 


owners- were able to give "any esti- 
mate of their loss at present. 
.Mr. Maglarals. opened the barber 
shop on Saturday last with a complete 
new outfit -which he claims cost him 
$1500. He had no -.insurance, but was 
planning to cover his stock on Mon- 
day next.

Albert Hatch, aged 55, a farm hand 


employed in Eliot, was^pund £ead ear- 
ly Sunday morning near the York Har- 
bor and Beach railroad tracks in Kit- 
tery. The body lay at the 
foot of a 


•steep incline in the rear 'of the town 
lockup and was ftrst seen by Ralph 
Pinkham a newsboy, who was deliver- 
ing newspapers. . 
.. He called Deputy Sheriff James 
Boardman and after viewing the body 
and discovering a bad. wound on'the 
back of'his head Mr. Boardman-called' 
the County Attorney E.. S. Tltcomb'of 
Saco, who with Sheriff H. O. Roberts, 
Deputy Sheriff Parker, and Coroner Dr. 
Jacques of Berwick arrived later in the 
forenoon. 


It was thought at first that there had 


been foul play as the wound on

back of his head was a ragged one, but 
Dr. Jacques after an examination said 
that death was probably due to alco- 
holism and exposure, although in his 
opinion the man had

New Railroad Policy. 


Fear of threatened government ownership Is given as -one 


reason for the accelerated activity-of the railroads of this coun- 
try in improvfng their service. "They are said "to be racing 
against time to capture the confidence of the public, before 
Congress convenes next winter. 


To do this the roads have planned the expenditure of a large 


sum of money for the construction of new, locomotives, new 
trackage and better service .generally- "For 12 years, it is 
asserted, they have been holding back, blaming their troubles 
•on hostile legislation. In 192 2they had only 150,000 more 
freight cars than they had in 1912. This policy has proved 
futile, and the present line of action is expected to wipe put the 
bad memories of recent years and to demonstrate the railroads' 
ability to manage themselves efficiently and to meet the rap- 
idly expanding needs of the nation. 


" Tv/o current facts are typical of the new situation. ,In the 
first two months of 1922 less than 4,000 new freight cars were 
put into service. 
In the same period this year more than 


25,000 new freight cars were put into'operation.. Jn March'of 
'1922 the number of freight cars under"order for future deliv- 
ery was only 20,000. This year it was 103,000. 


Cut-offs to shorten distances between important points, 


electrification of large routes, transportation facilities carried 
into new territory, enormous new track mileage and other
